ARTICLE I 
Name 

This Association shall be known as THE 
GYRO CLUB OF CALGARY. 


ARTICLE II 
Officers 

SECTION 1. The Officers of the Club 
shall be a President, Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside at all meetings and 
enforce all Laws and Regulations of the 
Club. The President shall be ex-officio 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, and 
also an ex-officio Member of all Com¬ 
mittees. 

SECTION 3. It shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to keep a record of all meetings 
of the Club in books belonging to it. He 
shall keep a correct roll of the Members of 
the Club, and of the personnel of all Com¬ 
mittees, the names of all candidates for 
election, and their sponsors. He shall advise 
all new Members of their election. He shall 
notify each Member of every Club Meeting. 
In case of his inability to attend any meet¬ 
ing, he shall send the necessary books and 
papers to the place of meeting. He shall 
make a general report of the condition of 
the Ciub at the Annual Meeting. He shall 
be an ex-officio Member of the Board of 
Directors and a non-voting Member of every 
Committee, either elected, or appointed. 

SECTION 4. It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to collect all moneys payable to 

the Club. He shall have custody of all 


the Club. He^ shall have custody of all 
by tKe Board of Directors, the premium 
therefor to be paid by the Club. He shall 
be an ex-officio Member of the Board of 
Directors. 

ARTICLE III 
Board of Directors 

SECTION 1. The Governing body of the 
Club shall consist of a Board of Directors 
as provided in By-Law II. 

SECTION 2. The decision of the Board 
in all Club matters shall be final, subject 
only to an appeal to the Club. 

SECTION 3. The Board (a) shall have 
general control over all officers and com¬ 
mittees, and may, for good cause, declare 
any office vacant. 

(b) Shall constitute a Board of Appeal 
from the rulings of all officers and the 
cctions of all committees. Appeal may be 
taken from any decision of the Board, to 
the Club, and on such appeal, the decision 
appealed from shall be reversed only by a 
two-thirds vote of a quorum of the Mem¬ 
bers present at a special or regular meeting 
to be specified by the Board of Directors, 
notice of such an appeal having been given 
by the Secretary to all Members of the Club 
at least five (5) days in advance of such 
Meeting.

They shall prepare a report of the business 
of each meeting of the Board, such report 
to be submitted at all business meetings 
of the Club. 

(g) Shall have power to make and adopt 
such additional By-Laws or amendments to 
the existing By-Laws, as it may deem ex¬ 
pedient for the government of the Club, 
provided that such By-Laws are not in con¬ 
travention to this Constitution, and are 
approved at a regular meeting of the Club. 

(h) Shall appoint such STANDING COM¬ 
MITTEES, and TEMORARY COMMITTEES, 
as it may deem necessary for the proper 
conduct of the Club's affairs, as provided 
in By-Law XIV. 

(i) Shall appoint Members of the Club 
to carry out and perform such duties as it 
may deem necessary, as provided in By-Law 
XV. 

SECTION 4. Should any Member of the 
Board be absent from three (3) successive 
regular or adjourned meetings of the Board,

ARTICLE V 
Membership 

SECTION 1. There may be two kinds of 
Membership, namely, ACTIVE and HONOR¬

one years of age, at the time of their 
election, and not being Members of any 
similar organization having a business or 
professional classification. 

SECTION 3. Active Members of the Club 
shall be CLASSIFIED in accordance with 
their respective businesses or professions. 
The classification of each Active Member 
shall be that of his principal and recog¬ 
nized occupation, in which he must be 
personally and actively engaged. 

SECTION 4. The Active Membership of 
the Club shall consist of such number of 
persons from each classification of busi¬ 
nesses or professions excepting the News¬ 
paper classification, as the Board shall 
from time to time direct, subject to the 
provisions of By-Laws VIII, Section 1. 

SECTION 5. Representatives of more 
than one Newspaper or Recognized Period¬ 
ical may be eligible for Active Membership 
under the same classification, provided they 
otherwise possess the qualifications for 
Active Membership. 

Honorary Members 

SECTION 6. Honorary Members may be 


elected by unanimous vote of the Members 
present ot a regular meeting of the Club. 
Su:h persons shall be approved by the 
Membership Committee, and under the pro¬ 
visions of the International Constitution, 
the Club shall pay the regular annual per 
capita fee in their behalf. 

Honorary Members shall at no time 
exceed the total number of ten (10), and 
shall not be subject to any classification 
rules, nor be subject to payment of any 
imriation fee or dues, and shall have no 
vote, nor any proprietary interest, in the 
Club. 


ARTICLE VI 

Cessation of Membership 

SECTION 1. MEMBERSHIP MAY CEASE

No Member shall use as a 
Trade-Mark or Trade Name the word 
"GYRO," the phrases "THE INTERNA¬

"GYRO INTERNATIONAL," "POWER, 
POISE and PURPOSE," nor any of the 
emblems or insignia belonging to Gyro 
International. See Ey-Law XVI, Section 4. 

SECTION 2. All right, title and interest 
in, and to, all Gyro emblems, badges and 
other insignia shall be and remain in the 
Club, with the sole exception of the right 
to use and exhibit the same by a Member 
in good standing. See By-Law XVI, Sec¬ 
tions 1-4. 


SECTION 3. In the event of resignation, 
suspension or expulsion of any Member, the 
Club shall forthwith demand and become 
entitled to the exclusive right to repossess 
such emblems, badges and insignia for, and 
on behalf of the International Association 
of Gyro Clubs, and it shall enforce such 
rights as may be necessary. 

SECTION 4. All emblems, badges and 
other insignia of Gyro International and of 
the Club shall oniy be loaned or leased to 
its Members, and there shall be no sale 
thereof by the Club, but the title to same 
shall be and remain in the Club, on behalf

ARTICLE IX 
Amendments 

Any amendment to the Constitution must 
be presented in writing at a regular meet¬ 
ing of the Club. It shall be read to the 
Members and laid on the table. The Secre¬ 
tary of the Club shall send a copy of the 
proposed amendment to each Member of 
the Club, and at the next regular meeting 
after the amendment is introduced, it shall 
be re-read and voted upon. A two-thirds 
affirmative vote shall be necessary for its 
adoption by the Club, but such amendment 
shall not come into force until it has been 
approved by the Executive Council of the 
International Association of Gyro Clubs.

At the fifth Meeting pre¬ 
ceding the Annual Meeting, the President- 
in-office of the Club shall call for nomin¬ 
ations for the offices of President for the 
forthcoming year, and three Directors to 
serve for the forthcoming two years. Such 
nominations shall be submitted on a nomin¬ 
ation form, and one form shall be handed 
to each member present and in good stand¬ 
ing, at the Nomination Meeting. Should 
there be only one nomination for the office 
of President, such nominee shall be declared 
elected President of the Club for the 
ensuing year by acclamation. In the event 
of there being more than one nomination 
for President there shall be an election at 
the next ensuing meeting as provided in 
Section 3 hereunder. In the event of there 
being only three nominations for the offices 
of Directors, such three nominees shall be 
declared elected by acclamation. Should 
there be more than three nominations for 
the offices of Directors, there shall be an 
election at the next ensuing meeting, as 
provided in Section 3 hereunder. 

SECTION 2. ELECTIONS. On the fourth 
meeting preceding the Annual Meeting, be¬ 
ing the meeting next ensuing after the 
Nomination Meeting, elections shall take 
place, it necessary.

Meetings 

SECTION I. There shall be an Annual 
Meeting on the Thursday immediately pre¬ 
ceding Armistice Day, November 1 1 th, in 
each year, or cn such other day as the 
Directors may deem necessary, at an hour 
and place to be selected by the Board. All 
Members, both Active and Honorary, shall 
be duly notified thereof.
